In justice to tin- Mctiill leaai. it 
must ot loiirse be noted that lliey 
were playing in a stranm rinU, uii- 
der seven-inan hoi key rules, and with 
the added and probui)ly*niost import- 
ant disadvantage of havlnK just tom 
pleted a railway journey of fiileen 
hours. Under ordinary circuiuslunues 
the Boston train should have reached 
here at elRlit o'clock this morning, 
but sudi an effect did last ntelifs 
blizzard lia\e upon the train service 
in guebe. and New Kngland that It 
was l:;.;!0 belore tlie tired hockeylstK 
arrived here. \m\ at that the teaiu 
was lueliv, for tli,. liostoii train was 
one of the lew that Kot throUBh last 
night, and lor a time it looked as 
tliouKh there would l)e no name to 
niglit. and llie .\l(t;ill team would 
find theiuselve.^. like tlie Stars last 
wcoU, back ia Hona\enture Station 
this morning, Instead of looi;iiiK over 
the sights here. Yes, there is no 
doubt that the long train journey 
was an important factor in the Mc- 
Gill defeat. 

To-night has been one ol I lie big 
nights of the year lor tlie lioston 
Arena. "Canadian MbIii " is alwavs 
popular with the Iloston sportlnp 
public, and with 5,000 people in the 
/rink when time was called this cvon- 
Ing It would seem that this popular- 
ity has not diminished. An added at- 
traction of the game was the fact 
that it was being played for the bene- 
fit of the Red Cross. Many Canadians 
and well-wishers of Canada attended 
on this aieount alone. The Meaill 
graduates and sympathizers orriipied 
a section and proved that they liad 
not forgotten the «nod old .MetilU 
yell.

With the advantnce ol superior 
speed and condlllon, Harvard sot the 
pace from tltr first.

Brooks" and a strong deliu hnienl from 
the Koyul Victoria College. 

Mr. Mrooks proved to be an ex- 
ceedingly interest iiig speaker. Tie 
subject of his address was the "Tem- 
ples of Ceylon." In order to lUus- 1 
trate his points, Mr. Urooks made 
use of the lantern. The slides were I 
made from negatives taken by him- \ 
self and colored by Mrs. lirooks. 
Most of the temples shown were 
connected with the worship of llud- 
dhu, which was introduced into the 
Island :;r.(l M.C., by .Mahciida, son of 
Asoka. Tills eastern mystic broiigli 
with liim u slip of the sacred lio- 
iree of Iluddlia. Tlie i ree w hic'.i 
grew from this original still lives, 
and is the parent tree of all the lio 
trees on the Island. Tlie rock tem- 
ples of the Island belong lo a very 
early period. On the walls uf one of 
them are some of the most ancient 
paintings known. Singularly enougii 
they portray the torments of a soul 
in hell. 

Buddhism, said Mr. Brooks, is a 
religion of arithmetic. If the book of i 
life closes wtili a debit ' balance, the 
next life will be spent in worse en- 
vironment, in order to prevent this, 
good Huddhists make pilgrimages to 
the relics of the Saints. Ilmldliism 
has no jiriesls; its monks iire lioiind 
lo oliey a rule compnsi il of ten i om- 
niandments. Contrary to those of 
the Itllile, they are written in the 
negative. Hiid(llii.-ni is a religion full 
of the luysticism w liicli appeals to the 
oriental mind. The lack o( this in ' 
Christianity makes the lot ot the 
misstonary most difficult. i 

At the close of his address, Mr. | 
Brooks announced that he would 
speak in a few weeks' time on "The 
people of the Island." Judging from 
the first of these lectures, tlie series 
will be most interesting.

Sir Melh'jiini,« had 'kc-u in 
good health, with the c.m i pfl in of :i 
bad cold, of which uotliiiig i<(>rious 
was expected, and bis death came a» 
a great surprise to his friends and 
admirers. The funeral will lake 
place from Christ Church Cathedral 
at 2.30 this afternoon. 

The Hon. Sir Melbourne McTag- 
Kart Tait was the youngest son of 
Thomas Talt, who settled nt Mel- 
bourne, Que., In 1834, and became a 
merchant and the postmu.ster there. 
Boni at Melbourne on .May Ï0, 1.S42. 
he was ethu-ated at St. Francis Col- 
lege, rtlchmoiul, aud at McOiU Uni- 
versity, wherfv he graduated as a 
bachelor of Civil Law lii 18C2. While 
attending .McGlll, he studied law in 
the office of Bothuue and Duukin 

He was called to tlie Bar in 1S03 
and practised first at Melbourne with 
the lato Hon. W. H. Webb. In 1870 
lie joined the late Sir John Abbott In 
buiiiness in Montreal, and remained 
his law partner for many years. On 
Sir John's retirement from profes- 
sional lite, owing to file pressure of 
IiIh public duties, Mr. Tail became 
liead of the (Irui of Talt. Abbott and 
f'aniphiai. He wa.s created a Queen's 
fouHKol hy the Dominion authorities 
lu ISSL', and was for several years 
Treasurer of I lie .Montreal Bar. As a 
lawyer, ills practice was extensive 
and successful. 

Oil .laiiuary l.S, 1S,S7, he was ap- 
pointed a jiulgo of the Superior Court 
of the I'n.vince of Quebec, witli re- 
sidence at Sweetsburg. In 18S!t, lie 
was removed to Montréal. On Oc- 
tober 27, 1894, he was appointed 
Acting Chief Justice of that Court 
In the District of Montreal, He be- 
came full Chief Justice of the Su- 
perior Court on June 6, 1906. He re- 
tired from the Bench on June 2, 1912, 
alter twenty-five years of service. 

In that time he had one of the 
most successful careers of any mem- 
ber of the Judiciary in this prov- 
ince. Learned, patient, courteous, 
hard-working and dlgnilied, lie secur- 
ed the esteem alike of liis fellow 
judgcri, of tlie legal profession and of 
the general public. Tluougliout liis 
whole Judicial career, it was liis tui- 
deavor to get at the trulli of the mat- 
ter in each and every caso coming be- 
fore him. • 

In 1807, on the completion of the 
fiOth year of Qiiecn Victoria's reign, 

I he received the honor of knighthood 
from Her Majesty. On that occasion 
he was presented with an address of 
congratulation from the Bar of the 
Province of Quebec. Ho was present- 
ed at Court while on a visit to the 
Old Country In 1!)08. 

Sir Melbourne sat on the Bench 
of the Superior Court for the Inst 
time on June 5, 1912, when his re- 
tireineiu after liis service of twenty- 

I five years as a judge was marked V;- 

I tlie presentation of an address from 
the Bar, in th.; prtiseiicf' of a brilliant 

' Bathering of Ills brother judges nnd 
of mem hers of the legal profession 
and court oftlclals. 

He became a fellow in law of Mc- 
0111 University in 1886. In 1891 he 
received the honorary degree of Doc- 

j lor of Civil Law from the University 
of Bishop's College, Lennoxvllle, Que. 

I In 1912 McGill conferred upon him 

j the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Laws. He was for many years a 
member ot the council of the Uni- 
versity of Bishop's College, Lennox- 

] ville. 

I .^ir .Melbourne was one of the 
founders of the ('hihlren's Memor- 
ial IlDspituI, of whicli Institution lie 
became president in l!Hi.'). IIo w..s in- 
defat igalih; in his efforts to promote 
the Interests of the Iiospital and his 
success In this conneclinn resulted 
In u very marked extension of the 
work and usefulness of the institu- 
tion. 

Sir Melbourne was a Freemason of 
high degree. Ho was elected Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Que- 
bec in 1877 nnd reelected In 1878. 
He was appointed rcprescntalivc of 
the Grand Lodge of I'^iiKlaiul to the 
Grand Lodge of (Jiicbec in l!)07.'He 
was also the represcniaiive ot the 
Grand Lodge ot New York and an 
honorary member of several city 
lodges. 

As a younr; man lin took a first 
class certificate at the Military 
ù.'hool at Quebec in 1864, and served

producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to tlu 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres.
